THE DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATE FOR PRES- 
IDENT 


The Democratic party in the State of New 
York have been able to unite in a recom- 
mendation that Gov. Tun be nominated 
for President by the St. Louis Convention, 
and this unanimity promises to be fruitful of 
success. If the nomination in the Conven- 
tion was ‘obtainable by a majority vote, the 
indications are that Ton would be cer- 
tainly nominated. But the Democra‘ic party 
has the law requiring two-thirds to make a 
nomination, and therefore it is always easier 
to defeat than to make a nomination. 

The New York Democracy, however, will 
go to St. Louis with the declaration that the 
nomination of Tum will insure beyond all 
question the vote of the State of New York, 
which vote is imperatively necessary to the 
election of a Democratic President. This 
assurance will probably be also givén by the 
delegates from Oonnecticut, New Jersey, 
the three States on the Pacific, and Colorado. 
No delegate from these States will undertake 
to guarantee the electoral vote of either of 
these States in favor of any other candidate 
who may be named. 

The Confederates of the Southern States 
as a whole care more for success than for can- 
didates or platforms. With the exception of 
perhaps Missouri, they are entirely indiffer- 
ent on the currency question, and will vote, 
in preference to all others, for the man who 
will offer with the greatest degree of certain- 
ty the vote of the State of New York, with- 
out which the chances of any Democratic 
nomination are a failure. Governed by this 
great consideration of having a man who can 
give some assurance of being elected, the 
Southern or former slaveholding States 
will, in all probability, after the prelim- 
inary skirmish, settle down on Tuonn. The 
whole vote of the Convention will be 869, of 
which 246 will be two-thirds. Tupen will 
have, therefore, the vote of the late slavehold- 
ing States, 188; the vote of New England, 40; 
the vote of California, Oregon, Nevada, and 
Colorado, 15; the vote of New York (35), 
and New Jersey (9); making a total of 236, 
leaving him to get but 10 more votes in Con- 
vention from the Northwestern States. The 
delegates from Georgia have been instructed 
for Tr.pzn. Many of the leading Democratic 
papers in the Southern States, including the 
Louisville Courier-Journal and the Mobile 
Register, earnestly support the nomination of 
Tupen. All the Southern Democratic States 
seek deliverance from the rule of the Repub- 
lican party, and they will be unanimous in 
the Convention for the man who they may 
think can carry enough Northern States to 
be elected. 

Assuming, therefore, for the occasion, that 
Tum will be nominated at St. Louis, it 
becomes of some interest to the Republican 
party as to the strength which he will have 
in the Presidential canvass. In the first 
place, it may be considered that he will carry 
all the late slaveholding States except, pos- 
sibly, South Carolina. Excluding the latter 
State, he may count upon 131 electoral votes 
as certain, leaving him 54 votes to render his 
election secure. Of these he will expect the 
15 votes of the hard-money States on the 
Pacific and also of Colorado. This makes 
the vote of the State of New York the great 
objective point of the Democratic policy. 
Connecticut is certain for any hard-money 
Democratic candidate. 

Mr. Ton is a man of acknowledged in- 
tellectual ability; he has a fair personal rep- 
utation, and, owing to his services in prose- 
cuting the Twzep Ring, was elected Governor 
of New York by a grateful people. Since he 
has been Governor he has broken up the great 
Canal Ring, and has become known to the 


cretionary with the committees to hold pub- 


quéstion. The “ diluted ” delu- 
sion has been badly demoralized by the visi- 
ble of the metallic currency. 


The only doubtful States, those in which the~ 
decisive contest must take place, are the hard- 
money States, and the candidate who opposes 
Tupex must stand farrly and squarely on 
the same platform with him on that question. 
In case the Republican party shall, at Cin- 
cinnati, nominate a man of questionable rec- 
ord, a candidate suggested by the machine 
politicians, one whose record is of bitter op- 
position to reform in the Civil Service, or in 
favor of further eontinuance of the War 
which closed eleven years ago, the great com- 
mercial and financial interests of the coun- 
try, who so earnestly desire peace and an 
honest administration of the Government, 
will not have the slightest hesitation in giv- 
ing their confidence and their support to a 
man like Ton. 

We confess that Tom will be the most 
formidable opponent of the Republicans that 
the Democratic party can nominate at this 
time. He will make the great battle in States 
which otherwise would be certainly Repub- 
lican. He will furnish an acceptable candi- 
date to that multitude of people who will 
not support any man for President who rep- 
resents and is himself a part of the machine 
politics of the country. 

The probable nomingtion of Tor at St. 
Louis is, therefore, of such importance to the 
Republican party that it should be accepted 
as a portentous warning against the nomina- 
tion of any candidate who expects to be 
elected by mere party machinery. The Inde- 
pendent voter is numerous, and the voters 
who are determined that there shall be a re- 
form in the whole administration of the Gov- 
ernment will find the man whose own record 
gives the best assurance on that point, and 
will elect him, no matter by what Conven- 
tion he may be nominated. 


THE COOK COUNTY ASSESSMENT FOR 1876. 

The assessment of property for State, 
county, city, and town taxation for 1876 is 
soon to begin. The errors of past assess- 
ments have been frequently exposed. The 
people of this county do not seek to escape 
their just contribution to the support of the 
State Government; neither do they like to 
pay any more. The actual amount of State 
tax collected in this county is small compared 
with the local taxation, but the assessment 
for State purposes applies to the whole tax, 
and any injustice in that is made severely 
oppressive to individuals. The final deter- 
mination of the taxable value of property 
rests with the State Board of Equalization, 
and, unfortunately, that Board can only deal 
with counties and not with individual cases. 
Thus the State Board deals only with the 
aggregate valuation of personal property in 
this county. It finds that in Cook County 
the average assessment of horses, cattle, 
carriages, pianos, and other personal prop- 
erty, is less than the average valuation of the 
same property in the State generally, 
whereupon the State Board adds 50, 60, 80, 
or 100 per cent to the taxable value of al 
the personal property in the county! The 
hardship of this rule falls upon those whose 
property has already been locally valued at a 
fair rate. A, whose personal property has 
been honestly valued by the Assessor at 
$1,000, finds that he must pay taxes on 
$1,200, $1,600, or even $2,000, while B, who 
owns the same amount of property, unfairly 
assessed at $100, only pays a fraction of 
what he ought to pay. The only way to 
avoid this is to have an average assessment 
upon an honest basis. As between the prop- 
.erty of individuals the valuation should be 
equal and uniform, and, with the tables of 
the equalized values of all kinds of property 
in the State, the Assessors of this county 
may make such returns as will render it 
utinecessary for the State Board to add any- 
thing to the valuation of this county. This 
can be Hone more readily, because a general 
increase in the assessment will not increase 
the tax of any individual, for the reason that 
the tax levy is now made for an aggregate 
sum, and the rate of tax is such sum as will 
produce the whole tax from the assessment. 
The higher the aggregate valuation the lower 
the rate of tax, and vice verea. But the Asses- 
sors should aim to make the assessments uni- 
form and just as between individuals, and 
each piece of property and all property should 
be valued by the same rule, so that the law 
of the Oonstitution should be carried out, 
that every person and corporation shall pay a 
tax in proportion to the value of his or its 
property, as compared with all other like 
property, and no more. Let the local assess- 
ments be honest and intelligent, and there 


WORK FOR THE GRAND JURY. 

Qne of the matters demanding sharp in- 
vestigation by the Grand Jury impaneled 
yesterday is the management of the County 
Poor-House at Jefferson. The average num- 
berof inmates is between eight and nine 
hundred, for whose maintenance large sup- 
plies are required, and are paid for out of the 
County Treasury on a very liberal scale as 
regards quantity, quality, and price. In 
short, enough is paid for, after making 
allowance for the inevitable thievery in the 
contracts, to amply provide for keeping the 
eight or nine hundred in decent comfort. 
But the inmates for whosé benefit the 
people’s money is spent are kept in half- 
starved condition, and the rations doled out 
to them are wretchedly insufficient and fit 
only for the slop-pail, while out of the 
average family slop-pail better food could be 
fished. 

About a year since Taz Trrsunz succeeded 
in introducing a reporter into the Poor-House 
as a pauper inmate, and his revelations of the 
horrors of the place, as experienced by him 
during a week's stay there, excited a storm of 
indignation that spread from the city through- 
out the country and—ended in the usual 
splatter, since which, under the auspices of 
Warden Kno«senrty and Bean-Contractor Pzrt- 
oLaT, and the sweet-scented ring that runs 
the County Board, things have gone on as 
before. Yesterday we were shown the ration 
served out at tea on Sunday, and which was 
fetched from the institution by Dr. R. D. 
Dopexr, of 208 Wabash avenue, and Mr. J. J. 


gated by a partisan Committee, ready to lend 


a thin cartilege cut from the flank of some 
half-starved Texas animal, and wholly unfit 


recent jail delivery. It is certainly a legiti- 
mate subject of inquiry. There is nothing 
in the evidence the newspapers have gath- 
ered which points to any actual collusion on 
the part of the officers of the jail, but the 
escape of fourteen men from a jail which 
cost enough to be one of the most secure in 
the country is of itself an evidence of gross 
mismanagement in the absence of collusion. 
For this the Sheriff of the county is respon- 
sible. He receives $93,700 a year forthe 
payment of the current expenses of his 
office, and is accredited with sixty-six em- 
ployes. The number of employes and the 
amount expended to maintain the office are 
sufficient to exact a thoroughly efficient man- 
agement. It is a matter of common report, 
however, that there have been serious abuses 
since the present Sheriff charged himself 
with the duties of the office. It is said that 
he has surrounded himself with a number 
of loafers and worthless fellows, paying 
them money which would have sufficed 
to employ sober, steady, excellent, and in- 
dustrious men in these times. It is cited, in 
confirmation of this, that there have been 
several escapes from the jafl, that some of 
the prisoners have been permitted to travel 
the streets, that whisky has been sold, and 
other practices have been tolerated which a 
strictly conscientious Sheriff would not per- 
mit. 

Whether or not there have been previous 
escapes from the jail which were not report- 
ed, the escape of fourteen men on Sunday 
morning was too notorious a matter to admit 
of concealment. In examining the matter, 
it has been found that there was but one 
guard on watch, though there were more 
than a hundred prisoners in the jail, and 
many of them under conviction. It is found 
that, in addition to leaving this single guard, 
some of the prisoners were intrusted with the 
duties of turnkeys and with the freedom 
of the corridors. Two of thesé prisoners, 
to whom the necessary facilities had been 
given, easily overcame and secured the single 
guard, and then slowly proceeded to open the 
cells of their immediate friends, all of whom 
quietly walked into the freedom which had 
been denied them under the law. Now it is 
for the Grand Jury to determine whether a 
sum aggregating nearly $100,000 apnually is 
not sufficient to enable the Sheriff to keep 
more than one guard on watch atatime. It 
is also for them to determine whether the 
law warrants the Sheriff in using prisoners as 
guards over themselves and their fellows. 
They may also inquire whether, as it is al- 
leged, whisky is sold to the prisoners, and 
whether there is any warrant for the 
Sheriff to permit this traffic. It is also com- 
petent for them to ascertain whether there 
have been previous escapes from the jail that 
have not been reported, and, if so, whether 
they have likewise been the result of in- 
efficiency of the jail officers or the misman- 
agement of the Sheriff. There is a statute 
covering malfeasance and culpable neglect in 
the administration of State and county of- 
fices which the State’s Attorney will point 
out to the Grand Jury in case the investiga- 
tion shall warrant its application. - 


SCORE ANOTHER FOR BRISTOW ¢ 

The outcome of the Congressional investi- 
gation of Secretary Bristow in ‘connection 
with the schooner Mary Merritt case has sub- 
stantiated, as far as it goes, the charge recent- 
ly made by Tux Tao, that a conspiracy 
has been formed between the Whisky Ring 
and the Democrats to smirch Mr. Baistow’s 
reputation at any cost. In view of its ex- 
posure, and the defeat it encountered in its 
first attempt, this conspiracy may come to a 
premature and inglorious end, and it may not 
dare to proceed any further. But if the con- 
spiracy shall renew the attack, it is safe to 
say that Secretary Bristow will rout it again 
as effectually as in the present instance, even 
if there be a resort to perjury, which is con- 
templated; and that the intended victim will 
be more formidable than ev both as a 
prosecutor of thieves and as a Presidential 
candidate, in which two characters the con- 
spiracy desires to break him down. 

In the Mary Merritt case, though investi- 


a willing ear to the most damaging and un- 
trustworthy testimony, Mr. Barstow has not 


even found it necessary to summon witnesses 
for the defense. The case has failed for lack 
of evidence on the part of the prosecution. 
Not one of the instigators of the investiga 
tion, or of the witnesses they caused to be 
summoned, had anything to offer that, in the 
slightest degree, impeached the integrity of 
Secretary Bur. either as aman or as a pub- 
lic officer. But he was able to turn the tables 
on his prosecutors completely. He showed 
them to be in part paid attorneys of the Mil- 
waukee whisky thieves and in part officers of 
a Milwaukee Democratic Club. He made the 
representatives of the whisky men virtually 
confess that they were actuated by malice 
and resentment, and he forced their Demo-

Mary Merritt case is very simple and entirely 
honorable.

When the case was re-opened, after 
he became Secretary of the Treasury, he ro- 
fused to act in the matter directly, on ac- 
count of his former relations with the appli- 
cants for release, and the release was granted 
only after the case had passed a thorough ex- 
amination by the Navigation Division of the 
Treasury Department, which reported in oon- 


sonance with the legal views of Solicitors ; 


Baxrratp and Brivrorp Wiso, the law 
officers of the Department. It was then, 
and after the United States Judges and 
prosecuting attorneys had joined in the peti- 
tion, that Acting-Secretary Conant issued a 
warrant of remission. If Secretary Baistow 
had stepped in to prohibit the issue of this 
order, he would have been doing an injustice 
to innocent parties simply because he had 
once, prior to his official connections, been 
friendly to them. This would have been ar- 
rant demagogism. But the charge brought 
against Secretary Bristow, as set forth in the 
Congressional resolution suggested to Judge 
Catz by the Whisky Ring, was that, when 
application was made to him for the remis- 
sion, he had referred the attorney to his pri- 
vate secretary, saying he would fix it up.” 
There was not a scintilla of proof to sustain 
this charge, and the attorney alluded to de- 
nied it bluntly. So the investigation has 
merely enabled Secretary Bristow to expose 
before a Democratic Committee the conspira- 
cy which the Democrats have formed with 
the Whisky Ring against him. It was a very 
good week's work. 
Is IT CONTRACTION P 

The statement from Washington to the 
effect that the National Banks of the country 
have, so far as they are concerned, retired 
$56,000,000 since the new Banking act be- 
came a law (Jan. 14, 1875), will be received 
with a-good deal of surprise. The law au- 
thorized the banks to reduce their currency 
to a nominal figure by depositing in the 
United States Treasury an amount of green- 
backs equal to the amount of National Bank 
notes proposed to be retired. It has been 
known that the city banks have largely 
availed themselves of this privilege, but it 
was not thought that they had indicated 
their intention of withdrawing so large an 
amount. It is a very complete answer to 
that class of greenbackers who have 
been clamoring for the abolition of the 
National Banks because of their excessive 
profits on their currency. If the banks are 
left alone they will probably gratify the de- 
mand by voluntarily retiring the bulk of 
their notes of issue because they are not 
profitable. The actual retirement of National 
Bank notes so far amounts-to about $28,000,- 
000, since that sum has been presented for 
redemption in greenbacks, and the notes it 
represents have been canceled and destroyed ; 
but the banks have deposited $28,000,000 
more in greenbacks, and that additional 
amount of National Bank notes will be can- 
celed and destroyed, and the greenbacks re- 
issued that are now lying in the Treasury, as 
rapidly as the retired notes find their way to 
the Treasury. 

The first impression in considering this 
change is, that there has been a contraction 
of the currency to the amount of $56,000,000; 
and many persons will be thoughtless enough 
to attribute, in some degree, to that fact the 
continuation of hard times. But, while 
$56,000,000 have been nominally withdrawn 
from circulation, there has been practically 
no contraction, but rather an expansion of the 
loanable funds of the oountry. Previous to 
the retirement of the $56,000,000 the banks 
retained at least 10 per cent in greenbacks 
for redemption thereof,—5 per cent in the 
Treasury and 5 per cent in bank or in transitu. 
This left about $50,000,000 for loanable pur- 
poses. But in withdrawing $56,000,000 from 
circulation the banks receive about $62,000,- 
000 of bonds deposited to secure that amount 
of notes. These bonds are sold for about 
120, which yields nearly $75,000,000 for 
loaning purposes. As a matter of fact, then, 
there is 40 per cent more loanable funds on 
the amount of National Bank notes retired 
than before such retirement. This would be 
true up toacertain point of all the retire- 
ment of National Bank notes. Practically, 
then, there has been no contraction, and this 
is fully confirmed by the huge amounts of 
idle money in the bank-vaults. 

The popular error in regard to contraction 
arises from the general apprehension that the 
actual circulation of money is from hand to 
hand and from pocket to pocket, whereas 
the fact is that the great bulk of/the busi- 
ness of the country is done through the 
banks by checks, drafts, bills of exchange, 
etc. With a proper system of credits, pro- 
tected by ample guarantees, it is not 
likely that the asctual needs of the 
country for current notes, to be exchanged 
in small transactions, would exceed $200,000, - 
000 ; and certainly the banks might retire 
many more of their notes of issue without 
any material contraction in loanable funds. 
The fact that this retirement is going on is 
the best evidence that there is no demand for 
the notes and no profit in their circulation ; 
if there were, the vacuum would be filled im- 
mediately, as the law which authorizes the re- 
tirement likewise authorizes the new issue, 
which may be expended ad &ditum under the 
required security of bonds. The simple fact 
is that the banks have had an embarrassment 
of currency, and, after ridding themselves of 
a part of it, they still have funds to loan in 
exceas of the demand. 
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astute theories have been promulgated to ac-
